Thirty-flye cents a bushel, repre- 
senting a clear cash profit after costs 
of production and freight have,been 
paid, is a very considerable sum of 
money, even to the man who has farm- 
ed on a small scale, and it will enable 
him to buy many necessaries whose 
purchase has been postponed. The 
phenomenon which has been some- 
what mistakenly called a “buyers’
